GREENOUGH THAYER. 

Greenough Thayer was born at Salem, Massachusetts, July 
6, 1862. His father was pastor of a church in Salem, and, after- 
ward a professor in the Theological Seminary at Andover. 
Thayer received his early education at the Andover High School, 
and, in the autumn of 1878, when sixteen years old, he entered 
the Junior Class of Phillips Academy at Andover. In due time 
he graduated, in the year 1881, standing third in a class of nearly 
thirty members. While at the Academy, he spoke in the com- 
petition for the Means Prizes, and won the third prize. The 
speakers for these prizes are chosen for the merits of their 
compositions, and the prizes are given upon the basis of the merits 
both of the piece and of its delivery. Thus, to win a Means 
prize, a good composition is necessary as well as a good delivery. 
Thayer also won the first Dove prize for writing the best paper 
in a Latin examination open to Seniors only. 

In the summer of 1881, Greenough Thayer entered the Class of 
'85, at Harvard College, without conditions. At the beginning 
of his Freshman year, he took a first Lee Prize, for excellence in 
reading English aloud. The two years of his college life passed 
quietly for Thayer, while he was laying the foundation for what 
must have been a life of usefulness. He gave much of his atten- 
tion to the classics, in which he always did well. 

In the summer after his Sophomore year at college, when 
twenty-one years old, Greenough Thayer went to pass a part of 
his vacation at the seashore. One day while there he went surf- 
bathing with three friends, two girls and another boy. The surf 
may have been high, or there may have been a strong current 
setting off shore ; but be this as it may, for some reason or other, 
the two girls were suddenly in great danger of being drowned. In 
spite of the peril to themselves, Thayer and his friend went to the 
assistance of their helpless companions. The noble attempt was 
in vain, and, in trying to save the girls, the boys were drowned 
with them. 

Much can be said of the personal character of Greenough 
Thayer. Amiable, kind-hearted, unselfish, upright, and honest, 
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he was liked by all ; while to his particular friends, his loss can 
never be made up. 

Truly, if Memorial Hall commemorated, not alone those sons of 
Harvard who died in defence of their country, but all those who 
died in a good cause, as men should die, the name of Greenough 
Thayer would be one of the first on the tablets. 



WILLIAM ANTHONY WOODSIDE. 

William Anthony Woodside, the second son of Franklin and 
Helen Frances Woodside, was born in Roxbury, Massachusetts, 
March 7, 1864. When he was two years of age, his family moved 
to North Weymouth, where his mother died when he was six. 
Three years later, he returned to Roxbury, where he lived till 
admitted to college. When eleven, he entered the Roxbury Latin 
School, from which he graduated in 1881, and entered Harvard in 
the fall. 

During the afternoon of August 3, 1884,— one of the hottest 
days of the summer, — while bathing with three other young men, 
in Hammond Pond, Woodside broke a blood vessel, and died 
within a few minutes. He was buried in Weymouth. 

Woodside's exceptional ability enabled him easily to take high 
rank in the Class, although his college expenses were for the most 
part paid by himself. During the three years that he was in 
college he made many friends, who deeply regretted his early 
death.
